Sim m ons and The Rev. Brooks R. 
W alker, learned of the bom bings 
while appeam g together in a pan­ 
el discussion entitled, “ The E x­ 
trem e Right—T hreat to D em ocra­ 
cy?” 
D etectives said fam ilies of both 
men narrow ly escaped injury in 
the explosions. 
A police guard w as ordered for 
the hom e of the third panel m em ­ 
ber, actress M arsha Hunt. 
Both m inisters live in the sub­ 
urban San Fernando Valley, and 
both told of 
receiving 
previous 
th rea ts and anonym ous telephone 
calls. 
The Rev. Mr. Sim m ons, pastor 
of St. M atthew s L utheran Church 
in North Hollywood, said the blast 
a t his hom e wouldn’t change his 
determ ination to battle w hat he 
called the radical right wing. 
“ I will not com prom ise my be­ 
liefs,” he told a new sm an. 
The Rev. Mr. W alker is pastor 
of the E m erson U nitarian Church 
in Canoga P ark. He said that in 
addition to his appearance T hurs­ 
day night, he has been attacking 
som e phases of the ultra-conserv­ 
ative m ovem ent on radio.

Flood Controls 


$1 1 2 M illion Scioto 
Volley Plan Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—Scioto 
Valley flood control projects have 
been given the stam p of approv­ 
al by the Ohio River Division of 
the Army Corps of Engineer!. 
The projects were developed by 
the engineers’ district office in 
H untington, W. Va., and now have 
been forw arded to W ashington for 
review by the A rm y's Rivers and 
H arbors Board prior to going to 
Congress 
for 
action. 
E stim ated 
cost is about $112 million. 
The program , previously out­ 
lined, 
includes m ultiple purpose 
reservoirs on Alum Creek, Mill 
Creek and Salt Creek and local 
protection projects at Columbus 
and Chillicothe. These will req uire 
congressional approval. 
Three 
reservoir 
p r o j e c t s 
approved in 1939 by Congress as 
flood control projects only m ust be 
approved again as m ultiple pur­ 
pose reservoirs.

$112 M illion Scioto 
Valley Plan Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Scioto 
Valley flood control projects have 
been given the stam p of approv­ 
al by the Ohio River Division of 
the Army Corps of Engineer!. 
The projects were developed by 
the engineers’ district office in 
Huntington, W. Va., and now have 
been forwarded to Washington for 
review by the Army’s Rivers and 
Harbors Board prior to going to 
Congress for 
action. 
Estim ated 
cost is about $112 million. 
The program , previously out­ 
lined, includes multiple purpose 
reservoirs on Alum Creek, Mill 
Creek and Salt Creek and local 
protection projects at Columbus 
and Chillicothe. These will require 
congressional approval. 
Three 
reservoir 
p r o j e c t s 
approved in 1939 by Congress as 
flood control projects only must be 
approved again as multiple pur­ 
pose reservoirs. These are in Deer 
Creek, Big Darby Creek and Paint 
Creek. 
The Alum Creek Dam, under 
plans, would be built in Delaware 
County, the Mill Creek Reservoir 
in Delaware and Union counties, 
and the Salt Creek Reservoir a 
mile east of Londonderry covering 
4.425 acres in Ross, Vinton and 
Hocking counties and to extend 
12.8 miles upstream. This is de­ 
signed to protect the lower Scioto 
River Valley. 
The project calls for Columbus 
and Chillicothe to furnish all land, 
easements and right-of - way at 
costs estim ated at $126,000 for Co 
lumhus and $905,000 for Chillicothe 
These cities, in addition, would 
have to pay for roadway, high 
way, bridge and utility charges

Labor Bottleneck 


Speaking of urban troubles, a union in 
New York City has done its share to com ­ 
plicate the ills of that metropolitan area. 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
■workers (IBEW) struck for a 20 - hour 
week, automatically 
calling 
for 
double 
pay because of the overtime involved. 
During a normal week the IBEW members 
were making close to $200 a week because 
of overtime. 
The union exercised such control over 
the apprentice system that thousands 
of 
electricians had to be imported to N e »v 
York City to take care of peak loads. 
Contractors were compelled to accept a 
compromise five-hour day (25-hour week) 
because 
of 
their commitments to com ­ 
plete structures within specified periods. 
Contractors had to lav off more than 100.000 
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construction workers in other trades be­ 
cause of the electrical bottleneck. 
Now .leaders in other unions are en­ 
couraging members to sue for back pay, 
alleging “lockout " How contractors can 
survive in New York City along those lines 
is not clear. 
Perhaps they and others should b a n d 
together to make it clear that no union 
hold-up will applv to contracts. If unions 
want to strike when there is obviously no 
justification for a strike, let them sweat it 
out until they get sick of idleness and are 
ready to return to work. 
Otherwise, the more aggressive unions 
will continue to have some urban areas by 
the throat. Municipal authorities in such 
areas ought to be concerned about that as 
well as about votes.

Destructive Advances 


Science having developed the power to 
destroy nations and wreak vast destruct­ 
ion on the human race, the faint-hearted 
might suppose there would be a revulsion 
against 
further 
accumulation of s u c h 
knowledge. 
On the contrary, scientific lore is being 
amassed in every increasing volume. New 
chemical literature for the d e c a d e end­ 
ed in 1956 runs to the equivalent of 19 en­ 
cyclopedic volumes. The next issue, cov­ 
ering only five years, will be nearly twice 
as big. The same is true in medicine, el­ 
ectronics and many other fields. 
The accumulation is so forbidding that 
often it is cheaper to repeat an experi­ 
ment than to find out what has been done 
already. So costly has this repetition be­ 
come that there is talk of installing one 


gigantic electronic “brain” linked to all 
parts of the country. A researcher could 
direct his inquiry to the central scientific 
archives and get an answer. 
That seems complicated, and is. Instal- j 
lation of such a system also would be 
quite 
costly 
and 
might 
introduce 
too 
many government controls into the scien­ 
tific field. But the bulk of printed scienti­ 
fic knowledge is so vast now that it has 
to be reduced to manageable proportions 
by some means 
, 
So science itself is to be called upon to 
bring order to the behemoth of printed 
knowledge it has created. Whether the tax­ 
payer foots the bill or each branch of sci­ 
ence sets up its own facilities remains to 
be debated.

Squeeze the fabric 
gently through warm suds, but ne­ 
ver, never rub or tw ist it. Rinse 
with lots of clear w ater, then blot 
in a towel, and hang the foam -lin­ 
ed knit to dry in an airy place. It 
should look as good as new.

Today’s story tells 
why it is necessary to understand 
tile nature of radiation. 
It is necessary to understand the 
nature of radiation. There 
are 
many who look upon it as an un­ 
usual, 
intense, 
mysterious 
and 
dangerous form of energy that we 
must always avoid. 
But we cannot avoid radiation. 
We live with it constantly. Dur­ 
ing the average lifetime, every 
human receives certain amounts 
of nuclear radiation from natur­ 
al sources. In addition, people 
are exposed to small amounts 
in dental and chest X rays and 
even 
from luminous 
dials 
of 
wrist watches. 
Persons w’ho have an irrational 
fear of radiation usually are re­ 
ferring only to a certain form, so­ 
called 
ionizing radiation. This is 
the kind given off in large amounts 
at the time of detonation of an 
A bomb, while the fireball is still 
in existence. The time of liberation 
of instant radiation is only about 
a minute. 
Just as important is the ionizing 
radiation emitted from radioactive 
fall-out. This ionizing is princi­ 
pally gamma rays, the same kind 
given off by the luminous dial of 
a wrrist watch, the screen of a tel­ 
evision tube, or a sample of ra ­ 
dium in the treatm ent of disease.

NOT ALL parts of the body are 
equally sensitive to ionizing rad­ 
iation. The systems of the body 
listed in a general decreasing ord­ 
er af sensitivity are the blood pro­ 
ducing tissue (lymph nodes, bone 
marrow’) gastro intestinal tract, 
liver, skin, reproductive organs, 
respiratory organs connective tis­ 
sue, muscle and nerve tissue. 
Fallowing a nuclear attack the 
air would be contaminated by ra ­ 
dioactive fall-out only to the’ ex­ 
tent that it contained fall-out par­ 
ticles. A mass of m aterial between 


you and the particles is needed 
for protection. 
Heavy 
and 
dense m aterials, 
such as earth and concrete, are 
needed to stop the highly penetrat­ 
ing fall-out rays. Fallout radiation 
would pass through any type of 
protective clothing that would be 
practical to wear. 
Radiation hazards fall into two 
broad classes. They are: 
External radiation — radiation 
from sources external to the body. 
Internal radiation — radiation 
from radioactive m aterial within 
the body, such as fine dusts W’hich 
are taken in 
by Indigestion or 
breathing.

THE SYSTEMIC effects of the 
exposure of the entire body to sig­ 
nificant doses of radiation are us­ 
ually referred to as radiation sick­ 
ness. It is not a disease and is not 
transferable. Exposure to a single 
acute dose is more damaging than 
a series of smaller doses. 
Symptoms of three degrees of 
radiation sickness are: mild —the 
especially 
sensitive 
person 
will 
show some nausea, lack of appe­ 
tite and fatigue within a few hours 
after exposure. He can continue 
normal activities, recovery will be 
rapid. 
Moderate — the same symp­ 
toms appear, but well within two 
hours of exposure, and more m ark­ 
edly. Vomiting 
and 
even 
pro­ 
stration may occur. By the third 
day recovery may seem complete, 
but symptoms may recur in the 
next days or weeks. 
Severe — again, all the early 
symptoms show up and may van­ 
ish after a few days. But after a 
week or more, fever, mouth sor- 
ness and diarrhea 
may occur; 
gums and mouth may ulcerate and 


bleed; in about the third week, the 
patients hair begins to fall out. 
Eventually 50 per cent of those 
who receive this dose may be ex­ 
pected to die. When exposure has 
been overwhelming, death comes 
in hours or weeks.
